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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1. A method for\treating allergy symptoms in a patient, 
comprising the step of: 

administering in a mann^ so as not to effect gene transfer an 
effective amount of DNA in a pharmaceutic ally-acceptable vehicle to a patient 
having allergy symptoms.
